Morehouse  College 


Morehouse  College,  in  the  city  of  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
is  operated  by  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  of  New  York,  for  the  education  of  Negro 
young  men,  with  special  reference  to  the  preparation 
of  ministers  and  teachers. 

History 

The  College  was  organized  in  the  year  1867,  in  the 
city  of  Augusta,  Georgia,  under  the  name  of  "The 
Augusta  Institute/'  In  1879,  under  the  presidency 
of  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Robert,  LL.D.  (1871-1884),  it 
was  removed  to  Atlanta  and  incorporated  under  the 
name  "Atlanta  Baptist  Seminary/'  At  this  stage 
of  its  growth  the  institution  owned  only  one  building, 
that  a  comparatively  small  three-story  structure, 
located  near  what  is  now  the  Terminal  Station. 
President  Robert  was  succeeded  by  President  Samuel 
Graves,  D.D.,  in  1885.  Dr.  Graves  served  as  presi- 
dent until  1890,  continuing  as  Professor  of  Theology 
for  four  years  longer.  In  1889,  as  the  surroundings 
of  the  old  location  in  Atlanta  had  become  unfavor- 
able, a  new  site  was  secured,  and  in  the  spring  of  1890 
the  school  was  removed  to  its  present  location.  In 
the  autumn  of  this  year  President  George  Sale  (1890- 
1906)  entered  upon  his  duties.  In  1897  amendments 
to  the  charter  were  secured,  granting  full  college 
powers  and  changing  the  name  of  the  institution  to 
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"Atlanta  Baptist  College/'  In  1906  President 
Sale  resigned  to  become  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society, 
and  he  was  succeeded  by  President  John  Hope,  who 
had  been  a  professor  on  the  faculty  since  1898.  By 
a  vote  in  1912  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  concurred 
in  by  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society, 
and  by  a  change  in  1913  of  the  charter  granted  by 
the  State  of  Georgia,  the  name  of  the  institution 
became  "Morehouse  College/'  in  honor  of  Eev. 
Henry  L.  Morehouse,  D.D.,  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  and 
the  constant  friend  and  benefactor  of  the  Negro  race. 
In  the  fall  of  1918  the  College  became  affiliated 
with  the  general  organization  of  the  Students  Army 
Training  Corps. 

Campus 
The  campus  is  thirteen  acres  in  extent.  It  occupies 
one  of  the  highest  points  of  land  in  the  city,  1,100 
feet  above  sea-level,  and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the 
city  and  surrounding  country.  For  beauty  and 
healthfulness  the  situation  could  not  be  surpassed. 
The  property  is  on  West  Pair  Street,  at  the  junction 
of  Chestnut  Street,  within  half  an  hour's  walk  from 
the  post-office  and  railroad  stations.  Electric  cars 
marked  "West  Fair — Lee  Street"  leave  the  corner  of 
Broad  and  Marietta  Streets,  and  the  Terminal  Sta- 
tion, every  twenty  minutes,  direct  for  the  college. 

Buildings 

Graves  Hall,  erected  in  1889,  at  a  cost  of  $28,000, 
and  named  in  honor  of  President  Graves,  is  the  chief 
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college  dormitory.  The  building  has  four  stories 
above  the  basement,  is  beautifully  faced  with  white 
marble,  and  is  lighted  by  electricity. 

Quarles  Hall,  erected  in  1898  at  a  cost  of  $14,000, 
and  named  in  honor  of  Rev.  Frank  Quarles,  for  many 
years  pastor  of  Friendship  Baptist  Church,  Atlanta, 
and  president  of  the  Georgia  Baptist  Convention 
from  its  organization  until  his  death,  contains  the 
class-rooms  in  which  the  work  of  the  English  Pre- 
paratory Department  is  done.  The  entire  third  floor 
is  devoted  to  science  work,  one  room  being  a  well- 
supplied  chemical  laboratory,  one  a  physical  labora- 
tory, another  a  biological  laboratory,  and  a  fourth  a 
lecture  room. 

Sale  Hall,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $40,000  and  occu- 
pied in  October,  1910,  is  named  in  honor  of  President 
George  Sale.  It  has  a  well  lighted  and  ventilated 
basement  with  two  rooms.  One,  containing  the  Man- 
ual Training  Shop,  is  fitted  with  benches  and  sets  of 
tools  for  instruction  in  wood-working;  the  other,  a 
gymnasium,  has  shower-baths  supplied  with  hot  and 
cold  water.  The  building  is  three  stories  above  base- 
ment and  contains  recitation  rooms  for  Divinity 
School,  College,  and  Academy,  a  reception  room, 
offices,  library,  and  a  beautiful  chapel  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  seven  hundred.  Connected  with  this 
building  is  a  central  heating  plant. 

The  large  demands  made  on  Graves  Hall  have  for 
years  rendered  the  need  for  another  dormitory  im- 
perative. Robert  Hall  is  the  outgrowth  of  this  de- 
mand.    This  building  was  completed  in  1916  at  a 
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total  cost  of  $30,000.  The  basement  floor  is  used  as 
a  dining-room.  The  three  main  floors  above  are  de- 
voted wholly  to  dormitory  purposes,  there  being  one 
or  two  suites  for  teachers.  The  size  and  proportion 
of  the  rooms,  and  the  electric  lighting  and  other  con- 
veniences, render  this  in  every  way  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  college  dormitories  in  the  South. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings  there  are  others  for 
special  purposes.  The  President's  residence  is  a 
beautiful  two-story  brick  house  of  a  style  of  archi- 
tecture in  harmony  with  that  of  the  larger  buildings. 

The  School  Garden 

About  four  acres  have  been  set  apart  for  the  school 
garden.  Regular  class  instruction  is  given  in  garden- 
ing, and  vegetables  and  small  fruits  are  raised  for 
the  college  table.  Cold  frames  and  hotbeds  are  used 
during  the  winter  months,  and  instruction  given  in 
their  use. 


SUPPORT 


Morehouse  College  is  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  of 
the  Northern  states.  For  its  main  support  it  depends 
upon  a  yearly  grant  from  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

Cook  Memorial  Chair 

A  fund  of  $20,000,  a  portion  of  the  bequest  of 
Mr.  Josiah  W.  Cook,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  has  been 
set  apart  for  the  endowment  of  the  President's  chair 
under  the  name  of  "The  Cook  Memorial  Chair." 
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Student  Labor  and  Beneficiary  Fund 

This  fund  depends  for  its  support  upon  contribu- 
tions from  churches,  societies,  and  individuals.  There 
is  need  of  large  additions  to  this  fund  in  order  to 
extend  the  usefulness  of  the  college.  The  President 
will  gladly  correspond  with  churches,  individuals, 
Sunday  schools,  and  young  people's  societies  with 
reference  to  this  fund. 

Current  Expenses 

For  current  expenses  of  each  session,  the  College 
is  dependent  upon  the  fees  paid  by  students  for  board, 
tuition,  etc. 

Need  of  Endowment 

The  location  of  the  school  is  most  excellent;  the 
buildings  are  substantial  and  well-built,  and  are  kept 
in  thorough  repair.  So  far  as  grounds  and  buildings 
are  concerned,  these  have  been  secured  with  a  view  to 
permanence.  The  character  of  the  work  done  and 
the  increasing  efficiency  of  every  department  insure 
the  highest  and  most  lasting  results  in  the  lives  of  the 
students  and  those  among  whom  they  labor.  There 
is  need  of  substantial  endowment  to  relieve  the  bur- 
den upon  the  Home  Mission  Society,  and  to  insure 
the  permanence  of  the  College.  Money  so  invested 
will  yield  rich  returns  in  good  accomplished  by  the 
College. 
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GENERAL  ADVANTAGES 

Library 

The  library  now  contains  over  three  thousand  vol- 
umes. It  is  situated  in  Sale  Hall  and  is  supplied 
with  a  judicious  selection  of  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines. Valuable  additions  have  been  made  during 
the  year,  and  new  works  are  constantly  being  added. 
All  students  have  daily  access  to  the  library.  The 
college  is  grateful  at  all  times  for  gifts  that  help  to 
increase  the  resources  and  facilities  of  the  Library. 

Religious  Privileges 

This  is  emphatically  a  Christian  school.  The 
faculty  keeps  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  it  was 
founded  by  a  missionary  organization,  and  is  sus- 
tained by  the  contributions  of  Christian  people  for 
the  Christian  education  of  young  men.  While,  there- 
fore, we  seek  to  give  the  best  possible  instruction  in 
the  literary  and  industrial  branches,  stress  is  placed 
upon  moral  training  and  the  development  of  conse- 
crated workers.  Self-mastery,  symmetrical  character, 
high  ideals  and  purposes  are  regarded  as  the  chief 
ends  of  education. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  spiritual  needs  of 
the  student.  The  Bible  has  a  place  in  the  regular 
course  of  study.  In  the  life  and  discipline  of  the 
school,  constant  effort  is  made  to  inculcate  Christian 
principles. 
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Besides  the  daily  morning  and  evening  devotions, 
religious  exercises  are  held  as  follows :  Sunday,  1 :30 
P.  M.?  Y.  M.  C.  A. ;  7:00  P.  M.,  Preaching  Service; 
Thursday,  6  :45  P.  M.?  Prayer-Meeting.  These  meet- 
ings have  always  proved  a  source  of  great  blessing  in 
the  quickening  of  spiritual  life  among  the  students. 

Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  Sunday  schools 
and  the  day  sendees  in  the  city  churches  on  Sundays. 

Care  of  Health 

Constant  watchcare  is  maintained  over  the  health 
of  the  students.  In  Kobert  Hall  is  an  isolated  infirm- 
ary where  sick  students  may  be  quite  apart  from  the 
rest  of  the  school  and  receive  special  attention. 

Student  Activities 

There  are  several  societies  and  student  organiza- 
tions connected  with  the  College.  The  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  for  the  spiritual  improvement 
of  the  members  and  for  religious  work,  is  one  of  the 
most  active  organizations  in  the  institution.  It  meets 
weekly,  and  under  its  direction  numbers  of  students 
are  assigned  work  in  the  various  churches  and  Sunday 
schools  of  the  city.  Opportunity  is  thus  afforded 
students  for  practical  Christian  work  outside  the 
College.  The  Bible  Band  also  meets  once  a  week. 
The  Ministers'  Union  is  an  organization  composed 
of  members  of  the  Divinity  School;  its  object 
is  generally  to  discuss  subjects  of  interest  to 
those  looking  forward  to  the  ministry  as  a  pro- 
fession.    The  Pi  Gamma  Literary  Society  is  com- 
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posed  of  students  of  collegiate  grade  in  Morehouse 
College  and  Spelman  Seminary.  It  seeks  general 
improvement  along  literary  lines,  and  its  meetings 
are  held  once  a  month.  The  Athenaeum  Publishing 
Company  publishes  each  month  during  the  school 
year  The  Athenceum,  the  organ  of  the  alumni  and 
students  of  Morehouse  College  and  Spelman  Semi- 
nary. Two  debating  societies,  the  College  Debating 
Society  and  the  Academic  Debating  Society,  meet 
every  other  week.  Under  the  supervision  of  the 
faculty,  intercollegiate  debating  is  allowed  and  en- 
couraged; and  for  several  years  Morehouse  Col- 
lege has  engaged  in  a  triangular  contest  each  year 
with  Knoxville  College  and  Talladega  College.  The 
Glee  Club  and  the  Orchestra,  both  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Instructor  in  Music,  offer  peculiar 
opportunities  to  those  who  wish  to  improve  in  singing 
and  in  the  use  of  musical  instruments.  The  Athletic 
Association,  a  student  organization,  generally  directs 
the  energies  of  its  members  along  the  lines  of  football, 
baseball,  basketball,  and  tennis.  It  also  encourages 
track  meets  and,  from  time  to  time,  in  conference 
with  the  faculty  Director  of  Athletics,  it  arranges 
intercollegiate  contests  in  the  various  divisions  of 
athletics.  Generally,  Morehouse  College  encourages 
all  activities — religious,  literary,  athletic — which 
make  for  the  development  of  Christian  ideals  and  for 
the  culture  of  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body.

GOVERNMENT 

Admission 

All  students  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials 
respecting  their  moral  character  and  habits.  If  they 
come  from  other  schools  they  are  required  to  present 
certificates  of  reputable  dismission  and  records  of 
their  class  work  from  the  proper  authorities. 

While  students  may  enter  at  any  time,  it  is  very 
important  that  they  be  present  on  the  first  day  of  the 
school  year,  that  no  time  be  lost  in  commencing  work. 

Students  from  a  distance  are  required  to  board  at 
the  college  building. 

Examinations  and  Promotions 

On  entering  the  college,  students  are  examined  for 
classification.  Care  is  exercised  to  place  the  student 
where  he  can  work  to  the  best  advantage.  Examina- 
tions are  held  at  the  close  of  each  half  of  the  school 
year.  Upon  the  results  of  these  examinations,  with 
those  of  the  daily  recitations,  promotions  are  deter- 
mined. 

Rules 

In  the  regulation  of  the  conduct  of  the  student,  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  faculty  to  govern  by  principles 
rather  than  rules.  All  requirements  are  based  on  the 
Golden  Eule,  "Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should 
do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them."  Eegulations 
exist  for  the  good  of  the  student  to  secure  to  him  in 
the  highest  possible  degree  the  end  for  which  he  comes 
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to  college.  The  aim  is  to  produce  self-control,  and  to 
secure  the  cheerful  acquiescence  of  the  student  in 
rules  that  are  made  for  the  good  of  all. 

With  these  ends  in  view,  regularity  and  punctu- 
ality at  all  regular  exercises  are  required;  absence 
from  the  grounds  is  permitted  only  by  special  excuse 
of  the  teachers;  hours  set  apart  for  study  are  to  be 
sacredly  observed,  and  students  are  required  to  retire 
at  a  stated  hour. 

Correct  personal  habits  are  inculcated;  cleanliness 
and  neatness  are  required;  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  and  tobacco  and  the  possession  of  firearms  or 
other  dangerous  weapons  are  forbidden.  College 
sports  and  games  are  allowed  and  encouraged  under 
restrictions  that  prevent  danger  to  health  and  neglect 
of  regular  school  duties.  In  general,  such  watchful- 
ness is  maintained  as  will  insure,  as  far  as  possible, 
good  health,  progress  in  study,  and  the  development 
of  manly  qualities  and  moral  character.

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance. 

No  allowance  will  be  made  for  absence  of  less  than 
a  week ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  day-pupil  who  may  have 
paid  the  tuition  fee  for  a  month  and  who  shall  leave 
school  of  his  own  accord,  no  refund  of  the  tuition  fee 
will  be  made. 

The  charges  for  board  include  fuel,  light,  and  wash- 
ing. Students  are  required  to  bring  with  them  towels, 
table  napkins,  three  sheets,  three  pillow-cases  and  a 
blanket  or  quilt. 

Booms  are  furnished  at  the  beginning  of  the  term 
with  all  the  necessary  articles  of  furniture.  When 
these  are  broken  or  destroyed  they  will  be  replaced  at 
the  expense  of  the  occupants  of  the  room. 

Bemittances  should  be  made  to  the  Fresident  by 
money  order,  registered  letter,  or  by  express. 

Barents  are  advised  to  remit  direct  to  the  Fresi- 
dent. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS 

Scholarships  are  offered  for  competition  in  all  years 
of  the  Academic  and  Elementary  courses,  and  in  the 
first  three  years  of  the  Collegiate  course.  These 
scholarships  are  given  for  proficiency  in  class-room 
work  and  examinations. 

In  the  Collegiate  course  the  scholarships  offered  are 
as  follows:  In  each  of  the  Freshman,  Sophomore 
and  Junior  classes  one  scholarship  of  $25  and  one 
of  $20. 

In  the  Academic  course  the  scholarships  offered 
are  as  follows:  In  the  fourth  year  one  scholarship 
of  $25  and  one  of  $20;  in  the  third  year  one  scholar- 
ship of  $25;  in  the  second  year  one  of  $20;  and  in 
the  first  year  one  of  $12.  In  each  case  the  amount 
is  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  winner,  and  is  to 
be  applied  in  payment  of  fees  for  the  year  for  which 
the  scholarship  is  held. 

In  the  Elementary  English  course  scholarships  will 
be  offered  in  each  year  amounting  to  one  year's  tui- 
tion in  the  next  year  above. 

These  scholarships  are  given  on  condition  that  the 
holders  be  present,  and  that  they  maintain  uniformly 
good  deportment  for  the  full  term  for  which  the 
scholarship  is  held.  No  scholarship  is  awarded  to 
one  whose  yearly  average  is  less  than  80. 

Eipley  Scholarship 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Ann  Oswald  Ripley, 
widow  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Ripley,  D.D.,  of  Newton 
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Center,  Mass.,  a  scholarship  of  $40  a  year  has  been 
established  in  Morehouse  College  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  have  the  ministry  in  view. 

Affiliated  Academy  Scholarships 

By  vote  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  the  following  Academies,  aided  yearly  by 
the  society,  are  affiliated  with  Morehouse  College: 
Americus  Institute,  Americus,  Ga. ;  Jeruel  Academy, 
Athens,  Ga. ;  Walker  Baptist  Institute,  Augusta,  Ga. ; 
Florida  Institute,  Live  Oak,  Fla. ;  Florida  Baptist 
Academy,  Jacksonville,  Fla.  A  first  scholarship  of 
$25  is  offered  each  year  to  the  student  in  the  Senior 
Class  of  these  Academies  taking  highest  rank,  and 
entering  Morehouse  College.  A  second  scholarship 
of  $20  under  similar  conditions  is  awarded  at  each 
institution.  The  amount  of  the  scholarship  is  to 
apply  to  the  payment  of  fees,  and  to  be  payable  on 
the  same  conditions  as  those  offered  in  the  College 
classes. 


PRIZES 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Willard  D.  Chamber- 
lin,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  two  cash  prizes  of  thirty  dollars 
each  are  awarded  each  year  for  the  encouragement  of 
Bible  study  and  reading.  These  prizes  are  known  as 
the  Willard  Chamberlin  Scripture  Beading  Prize 
and  the  Samuel  Graves  Scripture  Recitation  Prize. 
They  are  open  for  competition  to  students  in  any  de- 
partment of  the  school. 
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For  several  years  Mr.  George  W.  Perkins,  of  New 
York,  has  kindly  given  each  year  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  to  be  used  in  the  Academy  for  prizes  in 
English  Composition.  Ten  dollars  is  awarded  each 
year  to  that  student  in  the  first  or  second  year  who 
writes  the  best  descriptive  essay,  and  fifteen  dollars 
to  that  student  in  the  third  or  fourth  year  who  writes 
the  best  essay  upon  an  assigned  literary  topic. 

For  several  years  Mr.  F.  J.  Paxon,  of  Atlanta, 
has  kindly  given  each  year  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars 
for  prizes  in  public  speaking.  Ten  dollars  is  awarded 
each  year  to  that  student  in  the  College  who  delivers 
the  best  oration,  and  five  dollars  to  that  student  in  the 
Academy  who  delivers  the  best  reading  or  declama- 
tion. 

For  several  years  Pres.  J.  J.  Starks,  A.B.,  '98, 
of  Sumter,  S.  C,  has  offered  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  to 
be  awarded  to  that  student  in  the  Academy  or  College 
who  shall  from  his  record  during  the  school  year  be 
deemed  the  best  man  of  affairs  and  the  most  helpful 
Christian  gentleman  as  well  as  a  faithful  student. 

For  the  last  six  years  Mr.  Joseph  D.  Avent, 
A.B.,  '07,  of  Tallahassee,  Fla.,  has  offered  a  prize  of 
ten  dollars  to  be  known  as  the  Edgar  Allan  Poe 
Short  Story  Prize  and  to  be  awarded  to  that  student 
in  the  College  who  shall  write  the  best  original  short 
storv.

Bachelor  of  Theology  Course 

For  entrance  to  this  course,  the  requirements  are 
the  same  as  for  the  B.D.  course,  except  that  Greek 
is  not  required.  The  course  is  the  same  as  the  B.D. 
course,  except  that  English  Interpretation  takes  the 
place  of  Greek  and  Hebrew. 

Course  for  Diploma 

The  course  for  a  diploma  is  the  same  as  that  for 
B.Th.  The  only  requirement  for  entrance  upon  this 
course,  however,  is  a  good  degree  of  proficiency  in 
spoken  and  written  English. 

In  order  to  secure  degrees  or  diplomas  students 
must  be  in  attendance  during  three  full  years  and 
must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  on  all  the  pre- 
scribed subjects. 
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The  Pastor's  Course 

This  course  is  for  one  year  and  in  general  is  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  pastors  in  service.  The 
plan  of  study  for  the  year  follows  that  of  the  first 
year  of  the  Divinity  Course. 

The  Divinity  School  will  open  for  the  session  of 
1919-20  on  Tuesday,  September  30,  1919,  and  will 
close  on  Wednesday,  May  26,  1920.  No  charge  is 
made  for  tuition.  Text-books  are  purchased  at  the 
College.  Students  occupying  rooms  in  the  College 
building  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  to 
discipline,  etc.,  as  obtain  for  all  other  departments.

•Part  of  year. 
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Entrance 

Students  who  look  forward  to  entering  the  College 
should  fill  out  as  fully  as  possible  the  application 
blank  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  College  office. 
The  requirement  for  entrance  upon  the  work  of  the 
College  is  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of 
the  Academy  outlined  on  pages  44-46.  In  general  it 
may  be  said  that  Morehouse  College  insists  upon  the 
minimum  of  fifteen  units  for  entrance  upon  College 
work  required  by  reputable  colleges  throughout  the 
country.  A  unit  in  any  subject  represents  a  year's 
study,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full 
year's  work  in  the  secondary  school.  The  four-year 
high  school  course  is  taken  as  a  basis,  and  it  is  as- 
sumed that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from 
thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  recitation  period  is 
from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length,  and  that  a 
study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week.  In 
all  cases  except  those  of  students  from  specially  affil- 
iated schools,  or  from  other  institutions  in  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  for  Negro  Youth,  of  which  More- 
house College  is  a  member,  the  College  reserves  the 
right  to  examine  as  fully  as  may  seem  necessary  all 
candidates  who  present  themselves  for  entrance. 

Requirements  for  Degree 

The  requirement  for  graduation  is  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  work  of  eighteen  courses.  A  course 
is  the  pursuit  of  one  subject  throughout  a  school  year, 
with  four  recitations  a  week.    A  half-course  is  a  sub- 
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ject  similarly  pursued  for  half  a  year,  or  a  subject 
pursued  throughout  a  school  year  with  two  recitations 
a  week. 

On  the  basis  of  18  courses  required,  in  each  year  a 
student  should  pass  in  an  average  of  four  and  one- 
half  courses ;  and  no  man  is  catalogued  with  a  class  if 
delinquent  in  more  than  one  full  course. 

Each  program  of  study  for  the  college  course  must 
be  so  arranged  as  to  include  a  Major  of  four  courses 
from  some  one  of  five  important  groups  or  divisions 
of  study,  and  a  Minor  of  three  courses  from  some 
other  group  or  division.  The  following  are  the  five 
groups  used: 

1.  The  Classics. 

2.  Modern  Language  (including  English;  but 
English  5,  an  elementary  course  in  composition  re- 
quired of  all  students,  while  counting  of  course  as 
one  of  the  college  courses,  will  not  count  as  satisfying 
this  elective  principle).  (English  6,  though  required 
of  all,  may  also  count  with  the  electives.) 

3.  Natural  Science. 

4.  History,  Political  and  Social  Science. 

5.  Philosophy  and  Mathematics. 

In  addition  each  program  of  study  must  include 
the  following: 

1.  At  least  one  course  in  English  Composition. 

2.  One  course  in  English  Literature. 

3.  One  course  in  Modern  Language  other  than 
English. 
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4.  One  course  in  Mathematics. 

5.  One  course  in  Natural  Science. 

6.  One  course  in  Social  Science. 

7.  One  course  in  History. 

8.  One  course  in  Philosophy  (and  hereafter 
Psychology  will  be  prerequisite  to  Ethics,  and  Ethics 
will  be  given  every  year). 

In  fulfillment  of  the  above  requirements  the  fol- 
lowing courses  are  regularly  open  to  Freshmen  if 
their  previous  preparation  is  adequate :

After  the  Freshman  year  students  may  in  any 
year  enter  any  courses  for  which  their  preparation 
is  adequate  and  which  will  be  in  harmony  with  the 
principle  of  Major  and  Minor  already  remarked.  In 
the  detailed  description  of  courses  that  follows,  the 
prerequisites  for  the  more  advanced  courses  are 
stated  in  each  case.  Certain  courses  (notably  Ethics, 
Economics,  Sociology,  History  4,  and  Education) 
are  regularly  reserved  for  students  of  Junior  or 
Senior  grade. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

English 

English  5.  (The  number  of  the  course,  for  con- 
venience, follows  on  the  numbers  of  courses  in  the 
Academy.)  In  the  work  of  this  course,  which  is  re- 
quired of  all  Freshmen,  the  emphasis  is  on  practical 
work  in  composition.  The  large  aim  of  the  course 
is  the  development  of  power  in  expression.  Attention 
is  given  to  the  theory  of  Description,  Narration,  Ex- 
position, and  Argumentation;  but  at  least  five-sixths 
of  the  lessons  of  the  year  are  assignments  in  compo- 
sition. Papers  range  in  length  from  200  to  2,000 
words.  In  addition  to  numerous  smaller  themes  in 
each  of  the  large  fields  mentioned,  and  including  the 
writing  of  anecdotes,  news  items,  editorials,  and 
sketches,  each  member  of  the  course  is  required  to 
write  a  short  story,  a  full  piece  of  work  in  exposition, 
two  orations,  two  long  briefs,  one  forensic,  and  two 
book  reviews.  Necessarily  most  of  the  reading  con- 
sists of  library  assignments,  but  the  following  texts 
are  required :  Foster's  Argumentation  and  Debating ; 
Cairns's  Forms  of  Discourse;  Erskine's  Written 
English;  Shakespeare's  The  Tempest;  and  the 
classics  in  Maynard's  English  Classic  Series  giving 
Macaulay's  Essay  on  Byron,  De  Quincey's  Joan  of 
Arc,  and  selections  from  Ruskin's  Modern  Painters. 
Professors  Brawley  and  Swain. 

English  6.     This  course  covers  in  broad  outline 
the  field  of  English   Literature   from  Anglo-Saxon 
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times  to  the  present.  The  method  of  study  empha- 
sizes detail  and  technique  as  well  as  appreciation. 
Texts:  Snyder  and  Martin's  A  Book  of  English 
Literature  (subject  to  change  in  1919-20),  and 
Shakespeare's  The  Two  Gentlemen  of  Verona,  and 
Othello,  the  one  to  represent  the  dramatist  in  his 
experimental  period,  and  the  other  to  represent  him 
as  a  finished  artist.  Papers  are  called  for  at  any 
time.  The  course  is  required  before  graduation  and 
is  given  every  year. 

Professors  Brawley  and  Swahst. 

In  addition  to  the  above  courses  in  English,  which 
are  required  of  all  students,  the  department  offers 
three  elective  courses,  any  one  of  which  will  be  given 
in  any  year  in  which  not  less  than  five  students  ap- 
ply for  the  same.     These  are  as  follows : 

English  7.  The  Forms  of  Public  Address,  an 
advanced  course  in  composition  with  special  atten- 
tion to  oratory,  debating,  and  practical  public  speak- 
ing. Text:  Baker's  "The  Forms  of  Public  Ad- 
dress." Prerequisite:  English  5;  may  be  taken  in 
same  year  as  English  6.  (Not  given  in  1918-19;  to 
be  offered  in  1919-20.)       Professor  Brawley. 

English  8.  The  English  Drama,  a  course  re- 
quiring the  rapid  reading  of  not  less  than  fifty  plays, 
with  intensive  study  of  one  or  two.  More  than  half 
of  Shakespeare's  plays  are  read,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  dramatic  technique.  One  long  paper  on  some 
subject  in  connection  with  the  course  is  required  in 
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the  first  term ;  in  the  second  term,  in  addition  to  the 
reading,  one  original  play  is  to  be  planned  in  detail 
and  one  act  of  the  same  fully  written  out.  Among 
the  texts  are  Manly's  Specimens  of  the  Pre-Shakes- 
pearean  Drama  and  Thayer's  Best  Elizabethan 
Plays;  but  most  of  the  plays  studied  are  in  single 
editions.  Prerequisites:  English  5  and  6.  (Given 
in  1918-19;  not  to  be  given  in  1919-20.) 

Professor  Brawley. 

English  9.  The  History  of  the  English  Language, 
a  course  concerned  with  grammatical  questions  and 
giving  an  introduction  to  philology,  to  be  taken  to 
best  advantage  by  those  who  have  had  as  much  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  and  German  as  possible.  Considera- 
ble attention  is  paid  to  Chaucer  and  other  early 
writers,  and  in  general  the  course  is  planned  only  for 
those  who  wish  to  pursue  English  technically.  Pre- 
requisites: English  5  and  6.  (Not  offered  in  1918- 
19 ;  to  be  given  whenever  there  are  at  least  five  appli- 
cants.) Professor  Brawley. 

Greek 

The  courses  in  Greek  are  designed  to  follow  upon 
the  course  in  elementary  Greek  in  the  Academy ;  but 
Greek  2  will  not  count  for  college  credit  unless  the 
program  of  preparatory  work  offered  for  college  en- 
trance includes  both  Physics  and  Chemistry. 

Greek  2.  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  4  Books,  with 
practice  in  composition. 
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Greek  3.  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito,  and 
Homer's  Iliad,  3  Books.  Professor  Johnson. 

Greek  4.  Homer's  Odyssey,  2  Books,  Sophocles's 
Antigone,  and  Demosthenes's  Philippics, 

Professor  Johnson. 

Latin 

The  work  in  Latin  is  designed  to  follow  upon  that 
in  the  Academy,  and  courses  are  numbered  accord- 
ingly. 

Latin  5.  In  this  course  the  reading  consists  of 
Cicero's  De  Senectute,  Livy,  Book  XXI,  and  Hor- 
ace's Odes.  Professor  Anderson. 

Latin  6.  In  this  course  the  ground  covered  con- 
sists of  further  reading  in  Horace,  Tacitus's  Ger- 
mania,  and  Terence's  Phormio,  with  study  of  Roman 
life. 

German 

German  1.  In  the  first  year  attention  is  given 
mainly  to  the  mastering  of  elementary  German  gram- 
mar. To  increase  the  student's  vocabulary  of  con- 
versational words  and  idiomatic  expressions,  some 
easy  text  dealing  with  German  life  and  customs  is 
read  during  the  second  semester,  and  conversation  is 
based  upon  this.  Songs  and  poems  are  memorized. 
German  is  used  in  the  classroom  as  far  as  practicable. 

Professor  Anderson. 

German  2.  In  the  second  year  one  short  story 
and  one  of  Schiller's  classics  are  read.     The  study 
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of  German  grammar  is  continued.  Stories  are  told 
in  German  which  form  the  basis  of  composition. 
Conversation  is  used  as  far  as  practicable  in  the  class- 
room. Professor  Anderson. 

French 

French  1.  A  course  in  elementary  French  giv- 
ing a  thorough  drill  in  the  elements  of  grammar  and 
composition,  followed  by  the  reading  of  graded  se- 
lections of  connected  French  prose,  the  general  aim 
being  to  afford  a  basis  for  a  good  reading  knowledge 
of  the  French  language.  Texts :  Aldrich  and  Fos- 
ter's Elementary  French,  and  French  Reader. 

Professor  Anderson. 

French  2.  This  is  mainly  a  reading  course 
devoted  to  the  study  of  several  standard  French  texts 
of  intermediate  grade,  including  at  least  one  novel 
and  one  play.  Familiarity  with  the  language  is  fa- 
cilitated by  conversation,  dictation,  and  original  com- 
position. Professor  Johnson. 

Mathematics 

The  aim  of  instruction  in  this  department  is  to 
form  habits  of  accurate  and  precise  expression,  to 
develop  the  power  of  independent  and  logical  think- 
ing, and  to  teach  the  methods  and  principles  of  each 
subject. 

Mathematics  1.  This  is  a  half-course  in  Solid 
Geometry.  It  makes  clear  the  concepts  of  three-di- 
mensional space.     Industrial  problems  and  concrete 
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applications  are  given  to  show  the  use  and  value  of 
the  fundamental  theorems.  Eequired  as  early  in  the 
college  course  as  possible.  Text:  Wentworth's  Solid 
Geometry,  revised.  Professor  Archer. 

Mathematics  2.  This,  a  half-course  in  College 
Algebra,  after  a  rapid  review  of  quadratic  equations, 
considers  higher  equations  and  systems,  the  progres- 
sions, the  binomial  theorem,  logarithms,  interest  and 
annuities,  and  the  series.  Eequired  as  early  in  the 
college  course  as  possible.  Text:  Wentworth's  Col- 
lege Algebra,  revised.  Mr.  Seeligl 

Mathematics  3.  The  half-course  in  Trigonom- 
etry extends  through  the  solution  of  triangles.  The 
course  aims  to  give  the  fundamental  formulae  of 
trigonometry  and  a  permanent  command  of  loga- 
rithms. Eequired  as  early  as  possible  in  the  college 
course.     Text:     Wells's  Plane  Trigonometry. 

Professor  Archer. 

Mathematics  4.  An  elective  half-course  in  Ana- 
lytic Geometry  gives  the  different  systems  of  plane 
co-ordinates;  equation  of  loci,  straight  lines,  conic 
sections  and  their  elementary  properties;  equations 
of  second  degree;  common  higher  plane  curves. 

Professor  Archer. 

History- 
Five  half-courses  in  History  are  offered,  all  being 
open  to  students  above  the  Freshman  year.     Two  are 
required,  and  the  two  must  include  History  1.    Ordi- 
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narily  two  or  three  are  given  in  any  school  year.  In 
the  school  year  1918-19  the  half-courses  numbered  1, 
2,  and  5  have  been  given. 

History  1.  A  half-course  in  the  Foundations  of 
Modern  Europe.  The  work  follows  in  general  the 
plan  of  Trenholme's  A  Syllabus  for  the  History  of 
Western  Europe.  Matters  purely  political  and  mili- 
tary are  given  less  attention  than  is  ordinarily  given 
to  them  in  more  elementary  courses.  More  stress  is 
laid  upon  territorial  changes,  constitutional  develop- 
ments, internal  reforms,  and  other  economic  and 
social  phenomena.  At  least  one  thesis  of  not  less  than 
four  thousand  words  upon  some  topic  assigned  in  con- 
nection with  the  course  is  required  of  each  student. 
Text:  Robinson's  History  of  Western  Europe  (to- 
gether with  the  abridged  edition  of  the  Readings  by 
the  same  author).  Professor  Forrester. 

History  2.  An  advanced  half-course  in  English 
History.     Text:     Cross's  A  History  of  England. 

Professor  Brawley. 

History  3.  A  half-course  in  American  History. 
The  work  is  intended  to  be  advanced  and  intensive, 
and  emphasis  is  placed  on  social  and  economic  ques- 
tions. The  chief  text  is  Thompson's  History  of  the 
United  States,  but  the  library  assignments  are  ex- 
tensive. Professor  Haynes. 

History  4.  A  half -course  in  the  essentials  of  the 
history  of  the  Negro  in  America.    In  general  method 
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the  plan  of  the  work  follows  that  of  the  chief  text, 
Brawley's  A  Short  History  of  the  American  Negro ; 
but  much  attention  is  paid  to  the  same  author's  The 
Negro  in  Literature  and  Art,  and  there  is  wide  read- 
ing in  such  authorities  in  history  as  Du  Bois,  Blake, 
and  Williams.  A  thesis  is  required,  and  in  general 
the  work  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who 
desire  training  in  independent  study. 

Professor  Brawley. 

History  5.  A  half -course  dealing  with  recent 
and  contemporary  European  history.  In  1918-19  the 
work  was  so  adapted  as  to  serve  the  purposes  of  the 
War  Aims  Course  required  of  all  members  of  the 
Students'  Army  Training  Corps.  Text:  Holt  and 
Chilton's  History  of  Europe  from  1862  to  1914  (sub- 
ject to  change).  Professor  Brawley. 

Economics 

A  full  course,  conducted  by  means  of  class  discus- 
sions, assigned  readings,  and  lectures.  The  aim  is  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  development  and  sig- 
nificance of  the  industrial  organization  of  society,  the 
principles  governing  the  consumption,  production, 
and  distribution  of  wealth,  and  such  representative 
economic  problems  as  labor  movements  and  legisla- 
tion, taxation,  transportation,  etc.  The  course  is 
made  thoroughly  practical  by  directing  the  attention 
and  thought  of  students  to  current  economic  problems 
and  activities.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
economic    history    and    activities    of   the    Negro    in 
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American  Life.  Text:  Seager's  Introduction  to 
Economics.  (Given  in  1918-19,  not  to  be  given  in 
1919-20.)  Professor  Haynes. 

Sociology 

Sociology  1.  A  full  course  in  the  Principles  of 
Sociology,  conducted  by  means  of  class  discussions, 
assigned  readings,  lectures,  and  field  work.  The  aims 
of  the  course  are  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
theories  of  social  progress  and  with  social  factors  and 
forces  now  at  work ;  to  give  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  statistics ;  and  to  give  practical  experience  in  study- 
ing groups.  Each  student  is  required  to  take  part  in 
an  investigation  of  some  problem  in  the  life  of  the 
Negro  in  Atlanta.  Text:  Carver's  Sociology  and 
Social  Progress,  with  readings  in  Giddings,  Spencer, 
Ward,  Eoss,  Davenport,  Doncaster,  King,  Devine, 
and  the  United  States  Census.  (Not  given  in  1918- 
19;  to  be  given  in  1919-20.)  Professor  Haynes. 

Sociology  2.  An  elective  half-course  in  Modern 
Philanthropy,  conducted  by  means  of  class  discus- 
sions, lectures,  required  readings,  and  field  work. 
The  course  aims  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  lead- 
ing urban,  rural,  and  national  problems  connected 
with  the  social  life  of  to-day;  the  economic,  biolog- 
ical, psychological,  and  sociological  basis  of  Philan- 
thropy ;  and  the  most  effective  remedies  employed  by 
modern  philanthropists.  Each  student  is  required 
to  analyze  a  number  of  cases  handled  in  the  city  of 
Atlanta  and  to  engage  in  some  form  of  voluntary  so- 
cial service.  Professor  Haynes. 
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Philosophy 

In  Logic  and  Psychology  half-courses  are  given, 
and  in  Ethics  a  full  course  is  given,  as  follows: 

Logic.  The  outlines  of  formal  Logic  are  studied 
with  special  attention  to  terms  and  their  meaning,  to 
the  logical  import  of  propositions  with  a  view  to  in- 
culcating accuracy  of  statement,  and  to  analysis  of 
arguments  and  detection  of  fallacies. 

Professor  Archer. 

Psychology.  The  course  takes  up  the  nervous 
system;  sensation  and  organs  of  sense;  the  facts  of 
consciousness  studied  from  the  natural  science  point 
of  view;  perception,  memory,  imagination,  emotion, 
the  will,  and  the  relation  of  Psychology  to  Philosophy 
and  Ethics.     Text:  Angelas  Psychology. 

Professor  Harvey. 

Ethics.  The  subject  of  Ethics  is  treated  historic- 
ally, and  the  various  types  of  ethical  theory  traced  in 
their  development  from  ancient  times.  Search  is 
made  for  the  elements  of  truth  in  all  theories,  and 
the  superiority  of  the  ethics  of  Christianity  is  shown. 
(Not  given  in  1918-19;  to  be  given  in  1919-20.) 

Professor  Hope. 

Education 

In  connection  with  the  Teachers'  Professional  De- 
partment of  Spelman  Seminary,  a  full  course  in  the 
subjects  of  Education  and  Pedagogy  is  given.  The 
first  half  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  the  History  of 
Education;  the  second  half  is  devoted  to  Pedagogy. 
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English  Bible 

Bible  4.  In  the  Freshman  Year  a  half -course  in 
the  study  of  the  English  Bible  is  required.  Incor- 
porated in  this  in  1918-19  will  be  the  special  study 
of  Sunday-school  methods.        Professor  Hubert. 

Physics 

Physics  2.  About  one-half  the  time  is  given  to 
class  discussions,  lecture-table  demonstrations,  quiz- 
zes, and  problems ;  the  rest  to  laboratory  work.  Dur- 
ing the  first  term  emphasis  is  laid  upon  mechanics, 
molecular  physics,  and  heat,  followed  in  the  second 
term  by  electricity,  sound,  and  light.  The  method  of 
treatment  is  analytical.  The  course  presupposes  a 
full  course  in  Descriptive  Physics  and  one  in  Trig- 
onometry.    Text:     Kimball's  College  Physics. 

Professor  Harvey. 

Chemistry 

Chemistry  2.  It  is  the  object  of  this  course  to 
give  a  definite  idea  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  Gen- 
eral Chemistry.  Much  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the 
application  of  the  laws  and  theories  of  chemical 
equilibrium,  solution,  and  of  electrolytic  dissociation. 
The  subject  matter  is  discussed  in  the  combined  lec- 
tures, recitations,  and  quizzes.  The  laboratory  work 
requires  at  least  four  hours  a  week.  Chemistry  1, 
given  in  the  Academy,  is  a  prerequisite.  Texts: 
Alex.  Smith's  General  Chemistry  for  Colleges  (new 
edition),  with  laboratory  manual  to  accompany  this 
text.  Professor  Harvey  and  Mr.  Seelig. 
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Chemistry  3.  A  laboratory  course  including  the 
study  of  simple  reactions  in  the  analysis  of  simple  so- 
lutions, blow-pipe  analysis,  the  separating  of  metals 
and  acids  in  solution,  etc.  Two  hours  weekly  are  de- 
voted to  a  review  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
chemistry,  and  the  theory  of  analysis,  in  the  first 
semester.  In  the  second  semester  the  emphasis  is  on 
applied  chemistry,  including  laboratory  work,  class 
discussions,  and  excursions.  Text :  McGregory's 
Qualitative  Chemical  Analysis  and  Allyn's  Ele- 
mentary Applied  Chemistry.    Professor  Harvey. 

Geology 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  Geology  is  to  set  forth 
clearly  the  present  status  of  knowledge  relative  to  the 
science.  The  theoretical  and  interpretative  elements 
enter  in  and  help  to  clear  up  hypothetical  elements 
and  also  to  stimulate  thought.  Half  of  the  time  is 
given  to  laboratory  work  including  the  examination 
and  study  of  topographical  maps,  folios,  and  other 
publications  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey, 
and  of  minerals  and  fossils.  Field  work  is  empha- 
sized. A  thesis  of  two  thousand  words  on  some 
assigned  subject  is  required  of  each  student.  The 
classification  of  plants,  animals,  and  rocks  is  included. 
Prerequisites:  Physics  2;  Chemistry  2.  Text: 
Norton's  Geology.  Professor  Wardlaw. 

Biology 

Biology  1.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
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life  phenomena  relating  to  both  plants  and  animals. 
A  study  is  made  of  the  broader  fundamental  laws  and 
interrelations  of  organisms,  the  consideration  of 
which  belongs  strictly  neither  to  botany  nor  to 
zoology.  (Not  given  in  1918-19 ;  to  be  given  in  1919- 
20.) 

Biology  2.  A  full  course  in  Zoology  laying  stress 
on  the  study  of  vertebrates.  The  course  is  de- 
signed to  be  in  sufficient  detail  to  enable  the  student 
to  keep  the  morphological  relations  of  the  various 
organs  and  systems  of  organs  constantly  before  the 
mind,  and  to  make  the  study  a  comparative  one.  It 
is  given  especially  for  students  looking  forward  to 
the  profession  of  medicine.  Prerequisite  :  Biology  1. 
(Not  given  in  1918-19 ;  to  be  offered  in  1919-20.) 

Agriculture 

This  course  is  offered  to  college  students  who  have 
but  a  short  time  to  give  to  the  subject  and  who  desire 
a  brief  survey  of  the  whole  field.  The  aim  of  the 
course  is  to  interest  the  students  in  growing  plants 
and  animals,  and  to  acquaint  them  with  some  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  this  growth,  not  that  they 
may  necessarily  become  farmers,  but  for  the  educa- 
tional training  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  daily 
life  of  the  community  and  the  nation  that  this  knowl- 
edge brings.  The  course  is  conducted  by  means  of 
text-book  (Warren's  Elements  of  Agriculture),  lec- 
tures, laboratory  and  field  work.  (Not  given  in  1918- 
19;  to  be  given  in  1919-20.) 
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Manual  Training, 

A  special  course  is  offered  as  an  elective  to  students 
above  the  Freshman  year,  being  designed  primarily 
for  the  training  of  those  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
teach  the  subject.  The  course  includes  the  arrange- 
ment, names  and  care  of  tools,  cardboard  construc- 
tion, knife-work,  exercises  in  sawing  and  planing,  the 
designing  and  construction  of  small  articles,  mechan- 
ical drawing,  and  the  planning  and  making  of  furni- 
ture. (Not  given  in  1918-19;  to  be  given  whenever 
there  are  as  many  as  four  applicants. ) 

Professor  Wardlaw. 
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44  MOREHOUSE    COLLEGE 

Entrance. 

Students  who  regularly  complete  the  work  of  the 
English  Preparatory  Department  at  Morehouse  Col- 
lege automatically  pass  into  the  Academy.  In  the 
case  of  all  others  examinations  are  given  as  far  as 
may  seem  necessary.  Every  candidate  for  the  first 
year  should  thoroughly  have  completed  the  work  in 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Advanced  Geography,  Bead- 
ing, and  United  States  History  required  in  the  eighth 
grade  of  a  standard  grammar  school.  Those  who 
have  not  this  equipment  frequently  take  for  one,  two 
or  three  years  the  work  of  the  English  Preparatory 
Department,  It  is  very  necessary  that  students  enter 
promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  If  they 
do  not  they  are  not  allowed  to  take  regular  work. 

Courses. 

In  the  program  of  studies  offered  by  any  student 
for  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Academy  it  is 
required  that  there  shall  be  not  less  than  sixteen 
units  (a  unit  being  the  work  done  in  a  class  reciting 
daily  throughout  the  year),  of  which  four  shall  be  in 
English,  two  in  Language  other  than  English,  two  in 
Mathematics,  two  in  Science,  and  one  in  History.  It 
is  further  required  that  any  Classical  student  shall 
include  in  his  sixteen  units  four  years  of  Latin  and 
two  of  Greek,  and  that  any  Scientific  student  must 
include  at  least  one  unit  of  Mathematics  and  one  of 
Science  in  addition  to  the  minimum  given  above.  Any 
modification  of  either  the  Classical  or  the  Scientific 
course  can  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
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Dean,  and  any  such  modified  course  of  study  must 
include  four  consecutive  units  in  some  department 
other  than  English.  The  following  are  the  two  typi- 
cal and  standard  courses:

English 

The  instruction  given  in  English  has  three  distinct 
objects:  Proficiency  in  English  composition,  skill  in 
public  address,  and  the  development  of  literary  ap- 
preciation. Composition  is  emphasized  throughout 
the  course.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work  in  course, 
each  student  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes 
must  appear  in  regular  rhetorical  exercises  before  the 
whole  school. 

The  following  list  of  books  (mainly  in  the 
Riverside  Literature  Series  published  by  the  Hough- 
ton Mifflin  Co.)  gives  those  which  are  required  of 
each  student  for  individual  use  in  class,  and  also 
those  for  outside  reading.

Latin 

The  object  of  instruction  in  Greek  and  Latin  is  to 
give  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  classics,  and  to  im- 
prove English  expression.  With  this  purpose  in  view, 
word  forms,   word  groups   and  idioms   are  studied. 
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Attention  is  given  to  English  words  of  Greek  or  Latin 
origin.  Translation  is  required  in  easy,  idiomatic 
English,  and  the  courses  are  further  enhanced  by 
historical  reference  and  art  illustration.  The  work 
of  the  four  years  of  Latin  in  the  Classical  Course 
is  as  follows : 

Latin  1.  In  the  first  year  daily  drill  is  given  in 
the  fundamentals  of  Latin  grammar,  selections  in 
Latin  authors  of  increasing  difficulty  being  read  in 
the  later  months  of  the  course.  Text:  Collar  and 
DanielPs  First  Year  Latin. 

Latin  2.  Caesar's  Commentaries,  4  Books,  with 
practice  in  Composition. 

Latin  3.  Cicero:  4  Orations  against  Catiline, 
and  oration  Pro  Poeta  Archia.  Sallust's  Catiline. 
Composition. 

Latin  4.    Virgil's  Aeneid,  6  Books.    Composition. 

Greek 

Greek  1.  In  the  third  year  of  the  Classical  Course 
Elementary  Greek  is  given.  Text :  Benner  &  Smith's 
Beginner's  Greek  Book. 

Greek  2.  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  4  books,  with 
practice  in  composition.  Required  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  Classical  Course. 

Mathematics 

Algebra  1.  Throughout  the  first  year  daily  in- 
struction is  given  in  the  fundamentals  of  Algebra. 
Text:    Wells's  Algebra  for  Secondary  Schools. 
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Geometry  1.  A  full  year  of  Plane  Geometry  is 
given,  in  the  second  year  for  classical  students  and 
in  the  third  year  for  Scientific.  Text:  Wentworth 
and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry. 

Geometry  2  and  Trigonometry.  Half-courses 
in  Solid  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry  in  fourth 
year  of  Scientific  Course.  Texts :  Wentworth's  Solid 
Geometry,  revised,  and  Wells's  Plane  Trigonometry. 

History  and  Civics 

Three  half-courses  in  History  and  Civics  are 
offered  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  Academy  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1)  Civics.  An  elementary  half-course  in  Civil 
Government  is  designed  to  impress  the  fundamental 
principles  of  American  government.  Text:  Boyn- 
ton's  Civics. 

(2)  Greek  and  Roman  History.  With  the  spe- 
cific purpose  of  supplementing  the  work  in  Latin,  and 
with  the  still  larger  purpose  of  general  culture,  a  half- 
course  in  the  outlines  of  Greek  and  Roman  History 
is  given  in  the  third  year  of  the  Classical  Course. 
Text:  Botsford's  Ancient  History. 

(3)  English  History.  In  the  last  half  of  the 
second  year  a  half -course  in  English  History  is  given 
not  only  to  broaden  the  student's  information  but  also 
to  furnish  a  background  for  the  study  of  the  English 
classics  to  follow.  Text :  Montgomery's  English  His- 
tory. 
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(4)  General  History,  or  Commercial  Law. 
In  the  fourth  year  of  the  Scientific  Course  a  course 
in  either  one  of  these  subjects  is  given  running 
throughout  the  year. 

Physics 

Physics  1.  This  course  is  offered  in  such  a  way 
as  to  bring  out  the  relation  of  Physics  to  daily  life. 
It  embraces  physical  measurements  in  Mechanics, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  Four  periods  a  week 
are  given  to  laboratory  work.  Text:  Mann  and 
Twiss's  Physics,  with  Wauchope's  laboratory  man- 
ual. 

Chemistry 

Chemistry  1.  The  course  comprises  lectures,  reci- 
tations and  quizzes.  Four  hours  a  week  are  given 
to  laboratory  work.  It  is  the  aim  to  give  a  clear  idea 
of  the  field  of  Descriptive  Chemistry.  Emphasis  is 
laid  upon  the  laws,  theories,  and  applications  of 
Chemistry.  Text:  McPherson  and  Henderson's 
First  Course  in  Chemistry,  with  manual  to  accom- 
pany the  text. 

Botany 

A  full  course  in  Botany,  with  laboratory  and  field 
work,  is  given,  to  be  taken  preferably  in  the  first 
year.     Text:    Bergen's  Elements  of  Botany. 

Physiography 

A  full  course  in  Physical  Georgraphy  is  given,  to 
be  taken  to  best  advantage  in  the  first  year.     The 
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work  is  illustrated  by  the  projection  lantern  and  by 
field  and  laboratory  work. 

Manual  Training 

The  course  in  Manual  Training  presupposes  a 
course  in  wood-working.  The  work  of  the  year  is 
in  cabinet-making  and  mechanical  drawing.  The  stu- 
dent designs,  makes,  and  upholsters  some  piece  of 
furniture  on  the  Arts  and  Crafts  style.  The  other 
work  is  in  geometrical  drawing,  isometric  projections, 
and  copying  from  machine  patterns.  Text:  Cross's 
Mechanical  Drawing. 

Music 

Instruction  in  Vocal  Music,  with  two  lessons  a 
week,  is  given  throughout  the  first  two  years  of  the 
course.  In  the  third  year  the  work  is  continued,  with 
emphasis  on  the  history  and  theory  of  Music. 

English  Bible 

Two  lessons  a  week  are  given  throughout  the  course, 
the  object  being  to  give  a  comprehensive  knowledge 
of  the  whole  Bible.

The  inadequacy  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  especially  in  the  country,  whence  many 
of  our  best  students  come,  renders  it  necessary  to 
maintain  an  efficient  English  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment. This  department  comprises  the  three  higher 
grades  of  the  public  schools. 

Students  who  finish  the  work  of  this  department 
are  thoroughly  prepared  to  enter  the  classes  of  the 
Academic  Course  of  the  College,  or  to  pass  the  State 
examination  for  teachers.     A  thorough  and  system- 
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atic  review  of  the  Elementary  Branches  is  planned 
in  order  that  a  student  may  have  a  practical  knowl- 
edge as  well  as  a  basis  for  a  business  knowledge. 

The  work  in  Agriculture  gives  each  student  some 
knowledge  of  preparing  and  caring  for  gardens, 
choice  of  live  stock  and  poultry,  detecting  diseases 
of  plants  and  animals,  and  of  the  methods  of  eradi- 
cation of  the  common  pests  of  plants  and  animals. 

The  aim  of  the  Manual  Training  is  to  teach  the 
names  and  uses  of  tools,  the  use  of  the  hand  as  well 
as  the  brain,  and  accuracy  along  all  lines  of  work. 
The  next  aim  is  to  develop  the  power  of  concentra- 
tion. Every  student  in  the  department  is  given  work 
in  Manual  Training  for  two  hours  and  a  half  every 
week.
